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HE third Arfick of Complaints, 

which I propofed to {peak of, is 

that of Emiffaries and :fecret In- 
fifyments employ’dand bribed to divide us, 
to milreprefent the publick Affairs on one 
Hand, to palliate and excufe on another, 
and to manage Parties among us. 

As to thofe Gentlemen who have been fo 
free with my Reputation that Way, would 
they lay afide the fecret Party Realons from 
which they have judged, they might eafil 
be convinc’d of the Criine of their ri 
Cenfure, and if they are not, they may fee 
how little I regard the Foulnefs of the# 
Calumny, they may fee I am not afraid of 
the firi@eft Scrutiny into, nor the fevere& 
Cenfures upon thefe Sort of People, let 
them cura the Charge upon me if they 
Cane 


He that endeavours to deteé Villaing, to 
expole the Enemies of our Conftitution ; 
that prompts and preffes yon to Modera- 
tion, Peace and Temper one to another, 
to Union, Charity and good: Neigbougs 
hood 4 that argues from Principles.of Trush 
and Liberty, and faithfully oppofes al) thag 
invade you, he can be noEmidarys it would 
be an Honour to be employ’d in fuch.a 
Work, and youought, wbetever you think, 
to efteem fuch your Friends. 

But fince it is fomething hard to difftu- 
guifh what we mean, I fhall enter a little 

into the Charaéters of thefe Sort of People, 
thatif poffible, they may have a Mark fer 
upon them, that honeft- Men may know 
them ; and I am the freer to examine, who 
is or is not employ’d, and how, why, and 
by whom,that the Villany of thole,that have 

pus

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pul their Fingersto their native Countries 
Deftructios, may be detected. 

Itis not my Work to bring Perfons and 
Names into Queftion; I am pleas’d with 
the Hopes that there feems a Probability, 
both may foon be difcover’d; and I have no 
Fear, but that it will fall upon fuch as we 
have had always Reafon to believe drove at 
a Subverfion of the prefent Eltablifhment ; 
buc of thisby ic felf. I fhallnow take the 
Freedom to fpeak a Word or two abcut E- 
miflaries, or Perfons employ’d fecretly, and 
the neceffary Odfervations I fhall make up- 
onit, Taffure you, fhail be very impartial. 

And for the Chara@er in general; I cake 
an Emiffary to be a Perfon employ’d by 
fome other Perfon or Party, either by 
his Pen or his Tongue, to cry up or cry 
down, accofe or excufe, palliate or exaf- 
perateon one fide, and on another, in Fa- 
vour of bis Employers. The particular 
Crime of this Sort of People is, that they 
are not dire&ed by Truth of Faé, but meer 
Party-Policy. Their Bufinefs is to amufe, 
deceive, embarrafs and perplex 5 when they 
act upon their adverfe Party, they accafe, 
aggravate and enlarge upon every Miftake, 
heighten every Lofs, leffen every Advan- 
tage, and upon all Occations {peak to their 
Difadvantage: When they a@ on their 
own Party, they magnifie their A@ions, 
make inviduous Comparifons, panegyrick 
Perfons without Fame, and Aétions without 
Merits<and fa fhorc, thei- Bufinefs is to be 
always: placing Things co be look’d at ob- 
liquely not dire&tly, that Shadows may de= 
cieve' your Sight, and Mifreprefentations 
may ftate Aétjons, not as they are, but as 
they would have tltem to be to ferve a 
Party.! 

OfAhele' Sort of Peopie there may be 
very many Sorts for ought I kaow among us, 
more than-we know of, but befere we come 
to fpeak of the Meffengers, let us talk a 
jie of the Perfons that fend them, and. 
the Pupolet they are feot for, 

As td the Perfons fending them, they 
muft be uhderttood here in gereralto be the 
Heads of Partiss; let thofe Parties bz who 
they will, in this Cafe itis neceffary to ex- 
amine, whet Partics ftand in need of this 
Artifice, and if this will not help to deteét 
che MiMonaries, am miftaken. 


Thofe, whofe Defign is to difturb, to 
difquiet, to divide, and to embroijl, thefe 
really ftand ia need of Inftruments and fe- 
cret Emiffaries, to aétclandeftinely, to. be 
ever raifing Surmifes, making if] natur’d 
Suggeftions, railing falfe Reports, {pread- 
ing falfe News, and by a!i Manner of Arti- 
fice to wheedle and deceive the People 3 and 
innumerable Inftances we have of the Ex- 
periment, and fome Knowledge we have 
had both of the Parties and Perfons, and 
it were fome Service to the Publick, that 
thefe were yet farther detefted 5 and per- 
haps I may make an Effay at that difficult 
Work e’re long. 

I have heard,that it is the Pra€tice in {me 
Countries, when rich Mendie to hire Mock- 
Mourners to raife a Cry and Lamentation at 
their Death,tho’ perhaps really not one Tear 


: is fhed for the Lofs; thus we have People 


employ’d here to make great Out-cries and 
Lamentations at our Loffes, who we know 
are really pleafed atthe Occafion, and are 


-glad both at the Loffes themfelves, and at 


the Advantage they think they give cto their 
Party to triumph over us ; thefe are indeed 
Mock-Mourners, who, «as the Pharifees 
made bong Prayers in publick Places that they 
might be feen-of Men, make long Speeches 
in publick Aflemblies, that they- may be 
heard of Men~ Of whom with rhe Text, E 
think, we may fay without Prophanenefs, 
They bave their Reward, they have the fham 
Applaufe they want, and they duthe Mif- 
chief they aim at— Indeed they have but 
too much Succefs. 

You have the F.cobite Party, and the 
High Church’ Party, and the Maiecontent. 
Scate Party; thefe have afl their Emiffaries 
as they fay, cho’ weknow them burt by their 
Works, and thefe go abeutevery Day, like 
the Mock- Mourners, with deje@ed Coanse- 
nmances, crying DISMAL, Dismal and 
much Cry we have had wich them of late. of 
which “perhaps the Caufes are pot far “Of 
from being meade very publick. 

- But here ate others, ‘they fay, who are 
empfoy’d to-paltiate Matters, and foften 
Things, and tokeep People eafie, while o- 
thers wheedie them, to J<fun and cover 
the Fiulcs of great Men, and muke Excufe 

for all Taings they do; thefeare iedeed i 
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worft Sort of People imaginable, and ought 
to be expofed upon all Occafions, 

Bat then methinks,Gentlemen, you that 
rave f much at Mercenaries and Miffiona- 
ries, fhovld back your S3tyrs wich fome 
Names, or at leaft fpeak fo plainly, that 
Things and People might be gue(s’d at ; fer 
my Part I have had my Share in Satyrs, and 
it has always been my Way-to [peak fo much 
plain Englifh, as that che World might un- 
deritand Things—And‘fome Folks think I 
have [poken too plainly, from whofe Opini- 
ons I profefs to differ, for either the Satyr 
is ju oricisunjut 3 it it be juft, it oughe 
to be pointing as well as pointed, aad the 
Crime fhould defcribe the Perfon, or the 
Perfon the Crime; itit be notjuft, it ceafes 
to bea Satyr, and becomes an abominable 
Slander—A Thiog no Man will be concern’d 
ia, but he that would rob a Houfe,. mure 
ther an Innoccnr, and betray a Father, if 
he had the fame Occafion. 

Now, Gentlemen Complainers of all 
fides, come to an Account with us, and let 
us fee whofe Back fide is blackeft, (1.) 
Who is theMan that has cover’d the Crimes, 
orextenuated the Treachery of our great 
Men, that has fez up to excufe their AQions, 
right or wrong, and what are the Crimes 
which thefe Mercenaries have excufed ? Ic 
isa rare Subjeét for aSatvr. and J fee Good- 
Wil) enough in the Wovid for it, and i!) Na- 
tureenough too. O begin ir, Gentlemen, 
that the Emiffaries may be-dete@ted, and 
the great Men’s Crimes may be expofed ; 
that the firft may bebang’d, and the 4aft 
difplac’d, for both muft deferve it ‘ 

” And now, Gentlemen Authors of alh fides, 

that cry outof this-Evil, will you come.to 
afair Chaitenge, and -fwbfcribe with me 
this Purgacion. 

May every Man that has taken, accepted,

Let him be hated and defpifed of all bo- 
neft Men, let. him be dete&ted and mark’d 
out, that all Men may know him} lec his 
Treacheries be expofed, Jet him be ftrips' 
ofall the Price of his Vilany to his Coune 
try, let his Native Place-fpue him our, 
and abandon’d of Human Suciety, tet hin 
be the Shame of his Profefhun,. and a Ter- 
ror to all that fhall be cempied to his {cans 
dalous Employment.

1 muft but abridge Things here, for chis 
‘is avaft Ocean ot Difcourfe, and it was 
orce my Defign to’have made it the priact 
pal Subdjeét of one wholz Volume, fut Sathan 
hindred ; Feud, Parties and daily Ofécuren- 
ces, which forced me to long Digrefhions, 
prevented ; I do not pretend to go througa 
if nowy but [ muft fay, what the prefenc 
needful Exigence of Frade cailster, ic fhall 
bz thort, and I Rope to che Purpofe, 

{ have noted, that the Wealth of our 
Trade confifts of two Sorts, cur Exports, 
and our -HomeConlumption; I may per- 
haps find a Time to {peak of ocr Exports, 
but at prefeac my Eye is upon our Home 
Confumption 

The War has as 1t were put our general 
Commerce upon many Revolutions, and 
the Interruptions of our Trade in its fe 
veral Chanels abroad has been naturalty ac- 
company’d with new Turas of Trade; [ 
might inftaace in many, but ycu will fee 
what I mean, wheal put youin mind how 
we trade to Perfiaby the North, and carry 
cur Cloth down the Wolgato Aftracan on 
the Cafpian Sea, from whence the Arme- 
nian Merchants fetch-icby Sea, and convey 
ic to Jfpabans that our Eaft Country Trade 
is cran{pofed from Narva to Arch- Angel, our 
Dantzick Trade to Amfterdam, our Turkey 
Trade to Leghorn, our Cadiz Trade to Lif- 
bon, our Malaga Trade to Gibraltar, and 
th? like. 

In Confequence of thefe Interruptions 
and Alterations, itis my Opinion, and I 

doudt nor, if you proced in this War, you 
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will find it neceffary to make Revolutions ia 
your Home Trade; and fome you have 
made already, and others have been aim’d 
ats VU bint at afew, aud fpeak tothem in 
their Turn; fume perhaps may have been 
for cur Good, fome not. 

The Revolutions already made, and 
which deferve our Notice, are fuch as, (1.} 
The opening the Trade to Flanders, which 
by the moft prepofterous Law we ever made 
in Trade, was before lock’d up againit us. 
(2-) The ftopping the Sluces of Eaft-India 
Silks, which having ftood open for a long 
Time, bad lec in a Deluge. chat bid fair 


fcr impoverifhing our own Manufaétures, - 


and ftarving half a Million of our People. 
(3-) The turning the Channel of our Wine 
Trade from an Enemy’s Country, where we 
parchafed it all with our ready Money, to 
the Countries of our Allics,who are not only 
enriched by our Trade with them,but to our 
infinite Advantage take all our own Manufa- 
Gores for the Retura, and fend us Ballioa 
iato the Bargain. (4.) The ereéting fundry 
foreign Manu‘a@ures in our own Nation, 
which before we were obliged to buy a- 
broad, and confequently employing other 
People, let our own Poor lie idle. 

What S-eps inTrade remain to be taken to 
our Advantage, I fhall {peak to hereafter.
